Trees uprooted, power lines 
down, mobile homes destroyed. 
That was just part of the 
devastation ‘the .cities of 
Pahokee and Canal Point 
sustained during last week's 
Hurricane Irene. 

Touring the worst hit area 
with Chief Gary Burroughs it 
was hard to image the beauty 
of Pahokee, a quaint little town 
on'the edge of Lake Okee- 
chobee: 

Residents have spent the last 
year cleaning up the-town only 
to have all of their hard work 
totally destroyed by , the 
unexpected hurricane. 

."We had very little time to 
prepare for this," said Chief 
Burroughs. "There was no time 
to evacuate the residents in the 
hardest hit area, mo tinte to 
open shelters or to do anything 
but wait it out." 

It wouldn't have made any 
difference if the city had told 
residents to leave their homes 
and,go to the old high school 
gym for shelter. Irene took the 
roof off the building and did 
extensive rafn damage. 

Hundreds of trees were 
uprooted throughout Pahokee 
and Canal. Point, © causing 
thousands of dollars of damage 
to buildings and mobile homes. 
One home in Keen Trailer Park 
in Pahokee had a tree come 


through the center of the - 


trailer, severing it in half. 

“This is the worst I have seen 
in the city in all of my years of 
living here,” said Chief 
Burroughs. “Some of these 
people don't have any water, 
electricity, food or even a place 
to live." 

Hurricane Irene, which 
formed quickly and was first 
reported to be making landfall 
on the west coast, made a 
dramatic turn on Friday arid 
headed for the Everglades. It 
then whipped through Miami 


and headed for Palm Beach 


County. 


Canal Point and Pahokee hit 
"hard by Hurricane Irene 


Pahokee. They had to have 
been at least 75 or 80 miles an 
hour," said Chief Burroughs. 

No official word was given as 
to whether twisters hit the city, 
ibut to look at the devastation 
and the way the wreckage was 
twisted in.different directions 
you could see how it was possible. + 
. Windows were blown out of 
city hall as well as the fire 
department. City -hall “also 
sustained ~ water damage. 
Evéry street within the city 
has some sort of damage. One 
home. was lifted. off of "its 
foundation while others still, 
have trees laying on top of thé 
roofs, leaving work crews to 
wonder if the roofs will hold 
until they can be removed. 

Another hard hit area was 
Crosby Trailer Park. Several 
trailers were totally destroyed. 

While one resident slept, a 
tree slammed into the trailer. 
He had to crawl out of a hole 
left in the front. 

“All of our food spoiled in the 
refrigerator, what was left, we 
tried to eat as much as we 
could before it went bad,” said 
a man who didn't want to be 
idéntified. “With the crops 
down we are not sure when we 
will be back to work. The 
Salvation Army is coming 
around hére to help feed my 
family of five? I just dof know 
what we are going to do.” 

That is the feeling-pf many 
Pahokee residents - residents 
who had little to begin with 
and now have even less. But as 
one man said, "because of the 
grace of God, no one was hurt. 
We just sit and wait; wait for 
food, for water and wait to go 
back to our lives." 

City officials were on the 
phone Monday with emergency 
management trying to asses 
the damage to the city. 

"Where do we begin," said 
Chief Burroughs. "It costs 
money to cut the trees down, to 
Kaul debris away. There, ase so 
many..: hundreds, the cost will 
be high. We really need help 
_ for our city,” he said.

Well, before all the griping, 
second-guessing and criticism 
gets out of hand, let's set the 
record straight. 

Beginning on Wednesday, 
more than 2 days before Irene 
hit Florida, the National Hur- 
ricane Center (NHC) warned of 
heavy rain. The NHC said the 
storm would produce "rainfall 
amounts of 10 to 20 inches" in 
Florida which could lead* to 
extensive flooding. 

The rain started to fall on 
Thursday morning and didn't 
stop until Saturday. Boynton 
Beach recorded over 17 inches 
of rain while 15 inches. fell in 
Copper City. Over afoot of 
water fell in Ft. Lauderdale 
and Hollywood. 

All that rain led to the worst 
flooding in years. Hundreds of 
homeowners found water in 
their homes, and many more 
could not leave their homes 
because roads were impassable 
by car.

Irene hit Florida, tropical 
storm warnings and a hurri- 
cane watch were posted for 
Palm Beach, Broward and 
Miami-Dade counties.

A tropical storm warning 
means tropical storm force 
winds (39 to 73 mph) are 
expected “within -the next 24 
hours. A hurricane watch

(winds of 74 mph or higher) are 
possible within 36 hours. 

On Friday evening, winds 
gusted to 85 mph in 
Homestead, 69 mph in Boynton 
Beach, 63 mph in Vero Beach 
and 61 mph at Palm Beach 
International Airport. The 
highest sustained winds were 
60 mph at Miami Beach, 51 
mph in Lake Worth and 43 
mph at the Palm Beach airport. 

Some have questioned why 
our area wasn't placed under a 
hurricane warning since the 
center of Hurricane Irene 
passed directly over the Palm 
Beaches and the Treasure 
Coast, 

The National Hurricane 
Center says Irene was a bor- 
derline hurricane and forecast- 
ers did not expect the area to 
experience hurricane force 
winds, They were right. 
Remember, hurricanes have 
sustained winds of 74 mph. 

Irene was a textbook example 
of a late-season hurricane. It 
was a large, soggy, slow-moving 


storm more likely to dump 
heavy rain than: produce 
vicious winds. It was also a 
very difficult storm to predict. 

After making landfall near 
Flamingo on Friday afternoon, 
Irene took a turn to the east, 
tracking through: Broward, 
Palm Beach, Martin and St. 
“Lucie counties. That was about 
50 to 75 miles east of the NHC’ 
forecast. The average margin of 
error in a 24 hour forecast i is 75 
miles. 

"Forecasts are imperfect," 
said Jerry Jarrell, the director 
ofthe hurricane center. "Thát's 
the state of the art." 

It seems to me that the fore- 
casters at the hurricane center 
did their job but that many of 
us didn't do our part. We didn't 
take the threát from Irene seri- 
ously, even though we had ade- 
quate warning. 

We all learned the hard way 
that there's no such thing as à 
minimal hurricane.

recently returned from a six-month deployment while assigned to the aircraft carrier USS 


Theodore Roosevelt, home ported in Norfolk, Va. 

During the deployment, Knight's ship helped conduct the NATO bombing and airstrike missions 
against military and strategic installations in the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia. 

Operation Allied Force, the largest NATO air attack in Europe, was launched after Yugoslavian 


President Slobodan Milosevic refused diplomatic efforts to end his military offenses and accept 


peace terms with the ethnic Albanian majority in the Kosovar-province. 

Knight's ship also participated in Operation Southern Watch in the Arabian Gulf, enforcing U.N. 
resolutions levied against Iraq, after the 1991 Gulf War, patrolling the no-fly zone over Southern 
Iraq and prohibiting the flow of contraband to and from’ Iraq. 

While in the Arabian Gulf, Knight's ship provided four Iranian fishermen with food, water, pro- 
tective clothing and gasoline, after they were stranded 40 miles from land. 

Additionally, Knight's ship made port visits to cities in France and Spain, where crew members 
had a chance for relaxation, sightseeing, shopping and enjoying the local cuisine, 

Carriers, like USS Theodore Roosevelt, are forward deployed around the world to maintain a U.S. 
presence and provide rapid-response in times of crisis. 

They serve as a highly visible deterrent to would be aggressors and if deterrence fails, offer the 
most versatile and powerful weapons available.
